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Four-lane highway 
is part of Green 
Corridor project 



The law relative to the 
“Green Corridor” for the con¬ 
struction of this mega project 
is on its way to Parliament. 
This is the construction of a 
4-lane highway from Oran- 
jestad to San Nicolaas and 
vice versa. This highway is 
intended to solve the current 
traffic problem and to pro¬ 
vide better accessibility to 
San Nicolaas, Seroe Col¬ 
orado and Barcadera. It is be¬ 
lieved that the improvement 
of our infrastructure will re¬ 
sult in economic develop¬ 
ment for San Nicolaas and 
Seroe Colorado. It will un¬ 
doubtedly also facilitate the 
move of the container harbor 
and the Free Zone to Bar¬ 
cadera. This will result in a 
better decentralization of eco¬ 
nomic activities, according to 
the government. 

In the 4 - lane road project, 
the government has placed 
high priority on the protec¬ 
tion of our natural environ¬ 
ment. 

The road project contains 
areas for cycling, and attrac¬ 


tive landscaping with durable 
illumination. A special team 
has been put in place to exe¬ 
cute this major project. 

The Green Corridor proj¬ 
ect entails the amplification 
of the capacity of the main 
highway from the airport to 
Jaraweg in Savaneta to a two- 
lane highway for an 8km dis¬ 
tance. 

The existing road will be 
reconstructed over a 7km 
stretch. The Jaraweg to San 
Nicolaas road will also be re¬ 
constructed to afford more 
possibilities for the traffic on 
the main highway. 

All in all, there will be an 
upgrading of existing roads 
covering more than 16km. 

The upgrading will in¬ 
clude turbo roundabouts and 
other alternative traffic solu¬ 
tions such as “fly-overs.” In 
Spaans Lagoen they will con¬ 
struct a new bridge. The 
Green Corridor is a mega 
project and it is without ques¬ 
tion that the 4-lane highway 
is a dire necessity.

Tunisian ex-leader French ex-president Chirac 
convicted in faces September trial 


absentia 

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) 
Tunisia's former ruler and his 
wife were convicted in absen¬ 
tia on embezzlement and other 
charges on Monday after $27 
million in jewels and public 
funds were found in one of his 
palaces. 

They were sentenced to 35 
years each in prison. 

The conviction of Zine El 
Abidine Ben Ali and Leila Tra- 
belsi followed a day-long trial 
before the Tunis criminal 
court. The couple went into 
exile on Jan. 14 in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia after a month-long uprising 
that sparked a string of other 
uprisings in the Arab world. 

Ben Ali, 74, vigorously de¬ 
nied the charges in a statement 
through his French lawyer, 
calling the proceedings a 
"shameful masquerade of the 
justice of the victorious." 

Saudi Arabia did not re- 
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spond to an extradition re¬ 
quest, and some Tunisians ex¬ 
pressed frustration that he 
would not be present for his 
judgment. 

Ben Ali and his wife were 
charged in the discovery of a 
trove of valuable jewels and 
cash in Tunisian and foreign 
currency at a palace in a vil¬ 
lage north of Tunis. Images of 
the cache shown on TV after 
the discovery shocked 
Tunisians. 

A second case stems from 
the seizure of arms and drugs 
at the official presidential 
palace in Carthage during a 
search by a commission inves¬ 
tigating abuse of authority 
formed after Ben Ali's depar¬ 
ture. He faced charges in that 
case of possessing and traffick¬ 
ing drugs, detention of arms 
and munitions and failing to 
declare archaeological works 
also found at the palace. 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - A 
Chilean court Monday ordered 
the suspension of a project to 
build a complex of giant hy¬ 
droelectric dams in the Patag¬ 
onian wilderness, bowing to 
appeals by lawmakers and en¬ 
vironmental groups. 

The appeals court in the 
southern port city of Puerto 
Montt ordered a stay "which 
means the project is paralyzed 
until the essence of the matter 
is resolved," the judiciary said 
in a statement. 

The 2.9 billion dollar 
HidroAysen project, which be¬ 
longs to the Spanish-Chilean 
consortium Endesa-Colburn, 
has sparked large and some¬ 
time violent demonstrations 
since it won government ap¬ 
proval in May. 

It involves building five 
dams in two river valleys in 



PARIS, France (AFP) - 
France's former leader Jacques 
Chirac is to be tried in Septem¬ 
ber for corruption relating to 
his time as Paris mayor in the 
1990s, a judge said Monday, 
the first ever trial of a French 
ex-president. 

Presiding judge Dominique 
Pauthe said the long-delayed 
trial of the popular politician, 
now aged 78, would take place 
in Paris from September 5 to 
23. 

Chirac, who is accused of 
embezzling public funds while 


Patagonia, and the flooding of 
some 6,000 hectares (15,000 
acres) of pristine, largely unin¬ 
habited wilderness in a quest 
to generate more electric 
power for Chile's booming 
economy. 

The government of Presi¬ 
dent Sebastian Pinera argues 
the country needs the project 
to keep pace with energy de¬ 
mands and to head off loom¬ 
ing shortages. 

Supporters say the complex 
would generate 2,750 
megawatts, increasing Chile's 
electric power capacity by 20 
percent. 

But opponents hailed the 
court's decision, saying the 
project would disfigure one of 
the last virgin territories on the 
planet, with forests and gla¬ 
ciers and lakes beloved by na¬ 
ture lovers the world over.

The country's highest ap¬ 
peals court however ruled that 
the constitutional challenge 
over the statute of limitations 
was not valid. 

Chirac enjoyed immunity 
from prosecution as president 
from 1995 to 2007, but the 
case, which has already seen 
current Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe convicted, has finally 
caught up with the former head 
of state. 

He is accused of using pub¬ 
lic funds to pay people work¬ 


ing for his party ahead of his 
successful 1995 election bid. 
He denies knowledge of illegal 
payments and his lawyers ac¬ 
cuse magistrates of harbouring 
a political agenda. 

Chirac, best known interna¬ 
tionally for his opposition to 
the 2003 US-led invasion of 
Iraq, has been linked to a series 
of corruption scandals but has 
never been convicted. 

If found guilty, Chirac faces 
up to 10 years in jail and a fine 
of 150,000 euros ($214,000) 
on charges, including embez¬ 
zlement and breach of trust. 

Chirac paid more than half 
a million euros of this from his 
own pocket but did not ac¬ 
knowledge any wrongdoing.

No ’business as usual’ as IAEA 
meets on nuclear safety 


VIENNA (AFP) - The head 
of the UN's nuclear watchdog 
warned Monday that confi¬ 
dence in atomic energy had 
been deeply shaken by the 
Fukushima disaster as a con¬ 
ference began to debate les¬ 
sons to be drawn from the 
crisis in Japan. 

’’The eyes of the world 
will be upon us in the next 
few days,” Yukiya Amano 
said at the start of the five- 
day ministerial meeting of 
the International Atomic En¬ 
ergy Agency (IAEA) in Vi¬ 
enna. 

"Public confidence in the 
safety of nuclear power has 
been deeply shaken.” 

Since the disaster at 
Japan's Fukushima nuclear 
plant in the wake of the 


TOKYO (AFP) - A Japanese 
company has come up with a

March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami, several countries, 
such as Germany, Italy and 
Switzerland, have decided to 
abandon nuclear power. 

Still, Amano noted: "Nu¬ 
clear power will remain im¬ 
portant for many countries.” 

"Nuclear events respect no 
borders so an international 
approach to nuclear safety is 
essential,” he added. 

"Business as usual is not 
the option.” 

States with nuclear power 
should accept a combination 
of domestic and international 
measures to ensure more 
credible, transparent and effi¬ 
cient monitoring of their nu¬ 
clear power plants, Amano 
suggested. 

"National assessments are 
the starting points, but they 


such as smartphones, music 
players and global position¬ 
ing systems. 

TES NewEnergy, based in 
the western city of Osaka, 
started selling the gadget in 
Japan this month for 24,150 
yen ($299), and plans to mar¬ 
ket it later in developing coun¬ 
tries with patchy power grids.

"IAEA review of every 
one of the world’s 440 oper¬ 
ating nuclear reactors in just 
a few years is not a realistic 
proposition,” he admitted, but 
suggested instead a "system 
based on random selection”. 

"The Agency could con¬ 
duct an international safety 
review of one nuclear power 
plant in 10 throughout the 
world over, say, a three-year 
period,” he went on. 

Amano also proposed 
strengthening the IAEA's ex¬ 
isting safety criteria and mak¬ 
ing sure it was applied in 
every country.

"Unlike a solar power gen¬ 
erator, our pot can be used re¬ 
gardless of time of day and 
weather while its small size 
allows people to easily carry 
it in a bag in case of evacua¬ 
tion,” said director and co-de- 
veloper Ryoji Funahashi.

British Library, Google put thousands of books online 


LONDON (AFP) - Pamphlets 
about Queen Marie Antoinette 
and an account of a stuffed hip¬ 
popotamus are among 250,000 
books being made available 
online in a deal announced on 
Monday by Google and the 
British Library. 

Internet users will be able 
to consult the texts dating from 
1700 to 1870, which have 
been digitised by the search 


engine giant and chosen by the 
library, which has one of the 
world's largest collections, 
they said in a statement. 

The works are all out of 
copyright, thus avoiding 
problems Google has previ¬ 
ously faced in the United 
States and France over its at¬ 
tempts to create a universal 
digitised library. 

"Our aim is to provide per¬ 
petual access to this historical 


material, and we hope that 
our collections coupled with 
Google's know-how will en¬ 
able us to achieve this aim,” 
British Library chief execu¬ 
tive Lynne Brindley said. 

All the works will be avail¬ 
able for text search download 
and reading on the British Li¬ 
brary's website www.bl.uk 
and at Google Books on 
books. google .co.uk.

Japanese supercomputer 
becomes world's fastest 



TOKYO (AFP) - A Japanese 
supercomputer has become 
the fastest in the world, mak¬ 
ing calculations more than 
three times faster than a Chi¬ 
nese rival, its developers said 
Monday. 

The K has achieved 8.162 
quadrillion calculations per 
second, or 8.162 petaflops in 
computer jargon, according 
to developers Fujitsu Ltd. and 
the state-funded Institute of 
Physical and Chemical Re¬ 
search, known as RIKEN. 

In doing so K Computer 
overtook China's Tianhe-IA 
of the National Supercomput¬ 
ing Centre in Tianjin, which 
became the world number- 
one in November and is capa¬ 
ble of operating at 2.566 
petaflops. 

It is the first Japanese su¬ 
percomputer since 2004 to 
become the world's fastest, a 


symbolic mo¬ 
ment for a nation 
proud of its cut¬ 
ting edge tech¬ 
nology. 

NEC's Earth 
Simulator was 
the world's 
fastest machine 
between June 
2002 and No¬ 
vember 2004. 

"Use of the K 
computer is ex¬ 
pected to have a 
groundbreaking impact in 
fields ranging from global 
climate research, meteorol¬ 
ogy, disaster prevention, and 
medicine, thereby contribut¬ 
ing to the creation of a pros¬ 
perous and secure society,” 
the statement added. 

K Computer is still being 
configured and has been as¬ 
sembled since October 2010 
at a RIKEN's facility in 
Kobe, western Japan, where 
it should be completed by 
June 2012, the statement 
said. 

It is made up of 672 com¬ 
puter cabinets currently 
equipped with of 68,544 
computer processing units 
(CPUs), Fujitsu and RIKEN 
said in a press release. 

When finished, the ma¬ 
chine will have more than 
80,000 CPUs and be able to 
operate at 10 petaflops.

Scientists study 'hammock* 
effect on sleep 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
team of Swiss and French sci¬ 
entists published a study on 
that suggests the rocking mo¬ 
tion of a hammock improves 
sleep quality and helps people 
get to sleep faster. 

The study included 12 
male volunteers who were not 
habitual nappers but who 
agreed to try an afternoon 
snooze on both a stationary 
bed and a rocking bed while 
machines scanned their brains, 
eye and muscle movements. 

Women were excluded 
from the study because the 
menstrual cycle can have an 


effect on elec¬ 
troencephalo¬ 
gram (EEG) 
monitoring, the 
researchers 
said. 

Two of the 
12 men had to 
be left out of 
the final analy¬ 
sis because one 
had a malfunc¬ 
tioning EEG 
and one experienced too much 
anxiety to fall asleep on the 
day he was assigned to the sta¬ 
tionary bed. 

But the remaining 10 sub¬ 
jects fell asleep faster in the 
rocking bed than they did in 
the still one and the quality of 
their 4 5-minute nap was 
deeper, said the findings pub¬ 
lished in the journal Current 
Biology. 

"We observed a faster tran¬ 
sition to sleep in each and 
every subject in the swinging 
condition, a result that sup¬ 
ports the intuitive notion of fa¬ 
cilitation of sleep associated 


with this procedure," said 
Michel Muhlethaler of the 
University of Geneva. 

"Surprisingly, we also ob¬ 
served a dramatic boosting of 
certain types of sleep-related 
(brain wave) oscillations." 

A midway sleep stage 
known as N2, which includes 
no rapid eye movements and 
usually makes up about half of 
a sound period of sleep, was 
observed to be longer in the 
hammock-type bed. 

"The rocking bed also had 
a lasting effect on brain activ¬ 
ity, increasing slow oscilla¬ 
tions and bursts of activity 
known as sleep spindles. 
Those effects are consistent 
with a more synchronized 
neural activity characteristic 
of deeper sleep," said the 
study. 

Researchers hope to exam¬ 
ine whether the hammock ef¬ 
fect would be similar in longer 
stretches of sleep, and would 
like to find out if it can be har¬ 
nessed to help people who 
suffer from insomnia. 


Five easy Steps to 

Breast Self-Exam 

Monthly breast self-exams are an option for all women begin¬ 
ning by age 20. Women who regularly examine their breasts be¬ 
come more aware of how their breasts normally feel. They are 
more likely to notice changes — including masses or lumps — 
that could be early signs of cancer. It's best to check about a 
week after your period, when breasts are not swollen or tender. 
If you no longer have a period, examine yourself on the same 
day every month. If you see or feel a change in your breasts, see 
your doctor immediately. 

But remember, most of the 
time breast changes are not 
cancer. 

1- Using a mirror, inspect 
your breasts with your arms 
at your sides, with your 
hands on your hips, and 
with your arms raised while 
flexing your chest muscles. 

2- Look for any changes in contour, swelling, dimpling of skin, 
or appearance of the nipple. It is normal if your right and left 
breasts do not match exactly. 

3- Using the pads of your fingers, press firmly on your breast, 
checking the entire breast and armpit area. Move around your 
breast in a circular, up-and-down, or wedge pattern. Use the pat¬ 
tern that is easiest for you, and use the same pattern every 
month. Check both breasts. 

4- Gently squeeze the nipple of each breast and report any dis¬ 
charge to your doctor immediately. 

5- Examine both breasts lying down. To examine the right 
breast, place a pillow under your right shoulder and place your 
right hand behind your head. Using the pads of your fingers, 
press firmly, checking the entire breast and armpit area. Use the 
same pattern you used while standing. Repeat for your left 
breast.

Documentary: Cunucu customs 
on the ABC Islands by Rene 
Rosalia

Former director of the Cura¬ 
cao Cas di Cultura, Mr. Rene 
Rosalia, has been doing re¬ 
search for several years on the 
oral history of local planta¬ 
tions. In his research endeav¬ 
ors he visited and interviewed 
various cunukero on Aruba, 
Bonaire and Curacao. 

In Aruba, Rene Rosalia in¬ 
terviewed Andres Lares from 
Savaneta. Rosalia also 
recorded the harvesting of Mr. 
Lares’ crop in his cunucu. 
Pablo Wouters with his Rooi 
Kochi cunucu was also inter¬ 
viewed. 

Using the recordings of the 
three islands, Mr. Rosalia was 
able to compile a 30 minute 
video presentation. The video 
documentary was produced in 
cooperation with Frank de 
Cuba, head of the Media dept 
of the National Library. Nel¬ 
son Tiel of the National 
Archives also provided assis¬ 
tance.

Facebook to pass Yahoo! 
in display ad revenue 


IMF interviews 
Carstens for top job; 
Lagarde next

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Facebook is on track to pass 
Yahoo! in US display advertis¬ 
ing revenue this year while 
Google will also gain market 
share, according to a forecast 
published on Monday by digi¬ 
tal marketing firm eMarketer. 

Facebook's share of US on¬ 
line display ad revenue will 
grow to 17.7 percent this year, 
up from 12.2 percent last year, 
while Yahoo!’s share is ex¬ 
pected to decline to 13.1 per¬ 
cent in 2011 from 14.4 percent 
last year, eMarketer said. 

Google’s share of US dis¬ 
play advertising revenue will 
grow to 9.3 percent this year 
from 8.6 percent last year, 
eMarketer said. 

It estimated that Facebook 
will bring in $2.19 billion in 
display ad revenue this year, 
up from $1.21 billion last year, 
while Yahoo! will account for 
$1.62 billion, up from $1.43 
billion last year. 

Google’s display ad rev¬ 
enue will top $1 billion for the 
first time this year as the Inter¬ 
net giant earns $1.15 billion, 
up from $860 million last year. 

Google, in a bid to boost 
display ad revenue, announced 
the acquisition last week of 
Admeld, a New York-based 
company that provides an ad¬ 


vertising platform for publish¬ 
ers. 

The Mountain View, Cali¬ 
fornia-based Google makes 
most of its money from adver¬ 
tising tied to Internet search 
but is seeking to carve out a 
bigger slice of the growing 
display advertising pie. 

Display advertising in¬ 
cludes rich media, digital 
video and banner ads. 

The Interactive Advertising 
Bureau and Pricewaterhouse- 
Coopers reported in April that 
US online advertising revenue 
rose 15 percent last year to a 


ZAGREB, Croatia (AFP) - A 
major fire that broke out Mon¬ 
day at an oil refinery in the 
central Croatian town of Sisak 
left four firefighters injured, 
one of them seriously, the 
HINA news agency reported.

The French finance min¬ 
istry had announced Friday 
that Lagarde would arrive in 
Washington Tuesday and 


leave Thursday. 

Questioned by AFP, neither 
the ministry nor the French 
embassy in Washington would 
provide details on her agenda 
in the US capital. 

Lagarde participated Mon¬ 
day in a eurozone finance 
ministers meeting in Luxem¬ 
bourg. 

Carstens and Lagarde 
made the IMF's short list of 
candidates to succeed manag¬ 
ing director Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, who resigned 
on May 18 to face sexual as¬ 
sault charges in New York. 

Strauss-Kahn, who had 
been widely tipped as the So¬ 
cialist contender against 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy in 2012 elections, has 
denied all charges. 

The IMF executive board 
intends to select his successor 
"by consensus," and if that 
fails, by vote, by the end of 
the month.

Amy Winehouse cancels shows 
after Serbian farce

LONDON (AFP) - Troubled 
singer Amy Winehouse has 
cancelled her appearances at 
festivals in Turkey and Greece 
after she was jeered at a show 
in Serbia when it appeared that 
she was too drunk to perform. 

The soul-diva pulled out of 
the shows, which take place 
later this week, as she "cannot 
perform to the best of her abil¬ 


ity", her spokesman 
said. 

Winehouse, who has 
battled drug addiction 
and has reportedly re¬ 
ceived treatment for a 
drinking problem, 
mumbled her way 
through Saturday's set 
at Belgrade's Fortress 
festival before 20,000 
disgruntled fans. 

Many soon left the 
concert, calling the 27- 
year-old singer's per¬ 
formance a "scandal" 
and a "disaster". 

During the 90 
minute set, Winehouse 
left the stage twice, 
while many fans — 
some from neighbour¬ 
ing countries — booed 
and whistled as she 
tried to find a proper note, 
with her band trying to calm 
the crowd. 

The multi-Grammy award 
winner apologised for pulling 
out of her appearances at the 
Kucuk Ciftlik Park festival in 
Istanbul and the Ejekt festival 
in Athens. 

Her spokesman said: "De¬ 


spite feeling sure that she 
wanted to fulfil these commit¬ 
ments, she has agreed with 
management that she cannot 
perform to the best of her abil¬ 
ity and will return home. 

"She would like to apolo¬ 
gise to fans expecting to see 
her at the shows but feels that 
this is the right thing to do." 

Winehouse reportedly 
ended an alcohol rehabilitation 
programme in London two 
weeks ago and local media re¬ 
ported that alcohol had been 
banned for the tour.

LONDON (AFP) - Defending 
champion Rafael Nadal 
cruised into the second round 
of rain-lashed Wimbledon on 
Monday as Andy Murray went 
under cover to launch his bid 
to end Britain’s 75-year wait 
for a men's winner. 

Nadal, fresh from a record- 
equalling sixth French Open 
and 10th major in total, saw 
off 3 3-year-old American 
Michael Russell 6-4, 6-2, 6-2 
win as the Spaniard opened 
proceedings on Centre Court 
on the first day of the 125th 
Championships. 

The top seed, who un¬ 
leashed 35 winners, set up a 
second round meeting with 
another American Ryan 
Sweeting who came from two 
sets down to beat Spain's 
Pablo Andjuar. 

Nadal's win also extended 
his record of having never lost 
a first round match at a Grand 
Slam event with the 25-year- 



plays against Michael Rus- 

old now standing at 29-0 in 
his career. 

But despite a bright start to 
the day, heavy rain eventually 
curtailed the day's opening 
round with 13 of the sched¬ 
uled 32 men's singles matches 
having to be held over until 
today. 

The miserable conditions 
meant that Wimbledon's £80 
million roof was called into 
action to at least ensure that 
fourth seed Murray, a semi-fi- 
nalist for the last two years, 
was able to start his match 
against Spain's Daniel Gi- 
meno-Traver. 

Nadal said he was de¬ 
lighted to be able to return to 
Wimbledon to defend his title, 
something which was denied 
him in 2009 because of a knee 
injury. 

"It's a very, very big emo¬ 
tion to come back to this beau¬ 
tiful court. Everything was 
perfect," he said. 

But Nadal refused to look 
too far ahead in the tourna¬ 
ment and possible showdowns 
with Roger Federer, Novak 
Djokovic and Andy Murray. 

"Let's not talk about what 
might happen in 12 days. I 
might be here or I might be 
home fishing in Majorca," 
said Nadal. 

Nadal has constantly re¬ 
fused to entertain the prospect 
of chasing down Federer's 16 
Grand Slam titles, a show of 
modesty which sparked an as¬ 
tonishing outburst from for¬ 
mer Wimbledon champion 
John McEnroe. 

"I'm getting a little bit tired 
of him continuing to down¬ 
play his chances," McEnroe 
told the BBC. 

"There is definitely an ar¬ 
gument for him not only being 
the best player at the moment, 
but the greatest of all time. 


"Rafa has won things like 
the Davis Cup and an 
Olympic gold medal (in sin¬ 
gles) that Roger Federer has¬ 
n't, and he is right on his tail 
in terms of Grand Slam titles 
too - so why can't he just say 
'look, I'm the best'." 

Elsewhere, Czech sixth 
seed Tomas Berdych — beaten 
by Nadal in last year's final — 
stormed through to the second 
round with a 6-2, 6-2, 6-1 win 
over Italy's Filippo Volandri. 

French ninth seed Gael 
Monfils defeated Germany's 
Matthias Bachinger 6-4, 7-6 
(7/3), 6-3 and Stanislas 

Wawrinka, the Swiss 14th 
seed, beat Italy's Potito 
Starace 6-3, 6-4, 6-4. 

Monfils dedicated his win 
to close friend and former 
physio Philippe Manicom 
who is battling cancer. 

"I did the job without play¬ 
ing a great match because I 
had too much to think about," 
said Monfils. 

Richard Gasquet, the 
French 17th seed and a 2007 
semi-finalist, clinched a 7-5, 
6-4, 7-6 (7/3) win over 
Colombia's Santiago Giraldo. 

Germany's Rainer Schuet- 
tler, who made the last four in 
2008, shrugged off his 35 
years to defeat Brazilian 30th 
seed Thomaz Belluci 7-6 
(7/3), 6-4, 6-2. 

But fellow veteran German 
Tommy Haas, also a former 
semi-finalist, was a first round 
loser, going down to Luxem¬ 
bourg's Gilles Muller 7-6 
(7/5), 7-6 (7/3), 3-6, 6-3. 

American 10th seed Mardy 
Fish made the second round 
with a 7-6, (7/3), 7-6 (7/3), 6- 
4 win over Spain's Marcel 
Granollers while highly-rated 
Canadian 31st seed Milos 
Raonic beat French lucky 
loser Marc Gicquel 6-3, 7-6 
(7/3), 6-3. 

However, Halle grasscourt 
tournament winner Philipp 
Kohlschreiber of Germany 
went down in four sets to 
Uzbekistan's Denis Istomin. 

Raonic is a potential third 
round opponent of Nadal. 

"Even though people are 
saying I'm playing with noth¬ 
ing to lose, I care a lot about 
it," he said. 

Three-time runner-up 
Andy Roddick, seeded eight, 
was due to start against Ger¬ 
man qualifier Andreas Beck, 
while former US Open winner 
Juan Martin del Potro took the 
first set against Italy's Flavio 
Cipolla before the rains came 
down. 



LONDON (AFP) - Five-time 
champion Venus Williams and 
40-year-old Kimiko Date- 
Krumm reached the Wimble¬ 
don second round yesterday, 
striking a blow for the tour's 
senior citizens at the 125th 
Championships before the 
rains came down. 

Williams, 31, was untrou¬ 
bled in disposing of Uzbek¬ 
istan's Akgul Amanmuradova 
6-3, 6-1, showing no signs of 
the hip injury which kept her 
off the tour for five months 
until her Eastbourne return last 
week. 

The American, whose 
choice of a loose-fitting, 
zipped-up, baggy outfit caused 
as much conversation as her 
free-flowing tennis on Court 
Two, fired 23 winners past the 
Uzbek. 

"Coming into any major 
there is a bit of tension and be¬ 
cause I haven't played a lot I 
think that adds a little pressure 


on me," Venus said. 

Williams now takes on 
Date-Krumm who became the 
second oldest winner of a sin¬ 
gles match at Wimbledon with 
her 6-0, 7-5 demolition of 
British wildcard Katie O'Brien. 

Date-Krumm, a semi-final¬ 
ist at the All England Club in 
1996 having made her debut in 
1989, had the honour of play¬ 
ing the first match on the new 
Court Three which has re¬ 
placed the old Court Two, the 
former Graveyard of the 
Champions. 

"I remember 1996 on the 
Centre Court. I played against 
Steffi Graf and it was in dark¬ 
ness," recalled the Japanese of 
the year she last won a Wim¬ 
bledon match. "We played over 
two days. It was a big memory 
for me. Then after 15 years I 
win in the first round and it's al¬ 
ready a miracle." 

Last year's beaten finalist 
Vera Zvonareva made a win¬ 
ning return as the Russian sec¬ 
ond seed defeated America's 
Alison Riske 6-0, 3-6, 6-3. 

The 26-year-old, who was 
also beaten by Kim Clijsters in 
the US Open final, was pushed 
hard by world number 118 
Riske, but eventually prevailed 
to set up a second round match 
against compatriot Elena Ves¬ 
nina. 

Former French and US 
Open winner Svetlana 
Kuznetsova, the Russian 12th 
seed, came back to beat China's 
Zhang Shuai 3-6, 6-3, 6-4.
